The strange roller coil I referred to in my previous post, is NOT 2 separate 
rollers geared together; it is one continuous winding on a single form, half 
of it left-pitch and half of it right-pitch (start a RH die and a LH die from 
opposite ends of the same piece of bar stock and you get the idea--not unlike 
a male-thread version of the center protion of a turnbuckle). 

The two rollers run on separate shafts and are therefore isolated from each 
otehr. 

What confuses me, is I always thought having the two halves of the winding at 
opposite pitch to each other means their respective inductances cancel each 
other. 

Non-inductive power resistors, remember? 

It also appears that the center of the winding, where the two opposite-pitch 
halves meet, is grounded to the coil form shaft--would this point being 
grounded eliminate the cancellation effect? 

If this is the case, then it appears my original asessment that it's a 
variable-tap coil for a balanced-line coupling network is supported--except 
there's no link winding and the rollers are connected to the slip rings at 
each end of the winding so the portion of the coil at each end, outboard of 
the rollers, is shorted... 

and there's no part number on the thing anywhere, but yet it is obviously of 
high-quality manufacture. 

This really has me puzzled.

We used it in Marine Corps radio circuits, and we used the 
Z-signals for our log entries in the Air Force (SAC), all between 1961 
and 1969. 


There is no hint of Z-signals in my 1943 FM24-10 (Combined 
Radiotelegraph Procedure), so that doesn't shed any light on possible 
WW2 use. Anybody else have better citations with more info?

Well folks it looks like I'll again need a little help from my 
friends. Got my Gonset 3-30 SWL converter working in the car a 
few weeks ago and have been happily listening to SW on my long 
drives to and from work. Well, this weekend (Grayslake) I 
picked up the creme de la creme of their Gonset automobile 
converter-receivers, the Super-ceiver. This is a complete HF 
receivers which consists of their Super-Six converter along with 
an IF unit (252Kc IF) that incorporates the IF, detector, BFO 
and audio amp. Also, the DC-DC inverter is contained within the 
IF unit. Quite a setup and with all the hardware I'll have to 
build some type of console box to house it in my front seat 
(already have a 2M rig and the 3-30 converter taking the under 
the dash space). 


I hooked it all up last night to a 5VDC power supply (it's the 
6VDC version) and all seems to work just fine, but it is a 
little deaf on the lower bands. Looks like I may have to do 
some tube checking and other debugging to coax a little more 
gain out of it, plus my tests were at a little lower voltage 
than required. 


So my need is to get whatever documents I can on this 
Super-ceiver. Partial help would be appreciated if you just 
have information on the Super-Six portion of this unit, but sure 
would like to find data and schematics for the IF as well. I'd 
be happy to pay for copy and shipping costs and do have a list 
of my manuals that are available for copy trading if you desire.

> today. Sn #108057, black base decorated with some golden lines (partially 
faded). 


This bug was made in 1934. The black base with gold pin strips is 
commonly called a 'japanned base'. The name comes from the finish of 
oriental furniture of the period. Vibroplex made several different 
models during this period. If you will go to the web page shown below 
and fill out the ‘On-Line Key ID' form, I can tell you which model. 
There are also links there to the Vibroplex collectors home page, from 
which you can identify the correct model. 


> It has a shorting lever. The ID tag says Vibroplex, Brooklyn, 796 Fulton St. 

> Is it worth to restore the bug. The mechanic is working and still shiny chrome. 
> Some paint chips on side of the base. Some srews have a little rust. The 3 
rubber 

> feed are badly deteriorated and only black lumps. 


Yes, yes, yes,... it is worth it to restore the bug. Don't be too 
agressive, however. Just replace broken, missing or non-original 
parts. And give it a mild cleaning. Repainting and re-plating destroy 
the value. Dont' worry about a few paint chips missing; this adds to 
the character of the bug. Among key collectors, the philosophy is, they 
should look their age. Only in very, very rare circumstances is a 
‘ground up' restoration done. And this is for a key that is almost 
gone.

Greetings to one and all, 


Longmont (CO) ARC had their annual swapfest today and it turned out 
to be a rather nice one. This one had several interesting goodies of 
the BA persuasion, unlike some of the more recent events locally. I 
came away with a very nice TO Keyer (Halli HA-1), yet another NCX-5 
(I'll never learn!), and an MS-4. So, there'll be at least one and 
maybe two NCX-5s as well as an MS-4 without grill for sale soon. 


Other things I noticed, but avoided buying: 

75A-4 - $375, good shape with three filters 

Drake C-line - $500 with an MN-2000 and receiver filters 
Viking I with VFO and small Matchbox - $200 

R-390 - $350 

Scratchy Apache - didn't notice the price, but not much, 
plus NC-200, NC-270, BC-348, TR-4CW, and lots more. 


Also, last weekend we flew out to Lexington, NE for their third 
annual antique radio and ham radio auction. There were a few 
interesting pieces and several rather good deals. This was the first 
auction I'd been to since I was a kid and it was fun to watch and 
listen to the auctioneer. It was also interesting to see what the 
antique radio crowd was interested in. They didn't seem to have any 
trouble selling off tables full of plastic table radios from the 
past. On the ham side of things, a nice Ranger I went for $145 and a 


30L-1 went for $350. I think someone paid less than $100 for an 
HQ-170. I managed to pick up another complete S-Line (75S-3B, etc) 
for a reasonable price along with a 62S-1 transverter (the steal of 
the day).

Hi Gang, 


I didn't have much time, today, but managed a couple dozen CX 
contacts. I didn't hear any activity on 20m (are the sunspots EVER going to 
come back?) , but quite a few stations on 40m and, later in the evening, on 
80m. I listened on the ssb and am frequencies, but didn't hear any voice CX 
activity. 

I managed to get four stations on the air, more or less. When the 
band was marginal, I fired up a Viking 500/RME-6900, and as the activity 
built up I switched over to a C.E. 100V/51S-1. I also hooked up my old 
Hallicrafters FPM-200 which, to put it delicately, is not famous for its 
c.w. performance. The c.w. note sounds roughly like a parasitic oscillation 
from a spark gap transmitter (if such a thing existed, which it doesn't). 
Most guys gave me reports like 575C. The winner of the "most tactful 
operator" award, however, goes to Phil, W2HUG, who merely remarked that the 
FPM-200 had an "unsteady tone." That's unsteady, like Mount St. Helens is 
unsteady. 

Finally, I got too embarrassed to keep using the FPM-200, so I 
fired up a basket-case Galaxy GT-550 I picked up in a moment of weakness 
several months ago. I got the receiver working fine, but could only goose 
the power output up to about 25 watts. I think the 6GK6 driver is weak, but 
I didn't have a spare. I did work several people with it, even so, and 
actually thought it wasn't a bad c.w. rig. 

I worked some interesting rigs. I talked to Sandy, W5TVW, three 
times, and he was using a different rig each time. He was running his 
AF-67/PMR-7 when he gave me a 329 report. (I was tempted to fire up my 
8877 homebrew amp, but decided it wouldn't be very sporting.) I tried to 
work Sandy a 4th time on 80m when he was running his’ Hartley oscillator, 
but I was running the dead Galaxy and he couldn't hear me. Larry, N4QY, 
had a nice signal with his Eico 720 (yes, I'm being serious), as did Carl, 
K8NU, with his 32V2. 

The hardest part of the contest for me is trying to work the same 


op with different stations. Inevitably, I'll forget to transfer the 
antenna, or to put a receiver on standby (so that it squawks from across 
the room when I key up the new rig), or to fiigure out a smooth way to get 
the new station on the same frequency as the old station. Next year I'm 
going to get organized and do it right. Sure I am. 

All in all, it was a lot of fun. It's too bad there wasn't more 
activity, but maybe things will pick up with the sunspots.

This is in response to Al's question on PTO's. 


Here are some basics applicable to R-390 and R-390A's (and others with 
exception of the frequency numbers). 


The object of the game with the 390 family is to get the PTO to have 
an output of *exactly* 1000 kcs in ten turns of the PTO, and secondarily, 
to have an output of 100 kcs with each turn, but that is kind of 


lagniappe (or lag nap as Mike Ditka says). 


The 390 family PTO should read exactly 3455 kcs when the counter reads 
X 000. As the kcs knob is turned exactly 10 turns CW, the frequency 
should lower to 2455 kcs exactly. 


Usually the aging of the PTO causes the output to be < 1000 kcs in ten 
turns, requiring a CW turn of the endpoint adjustment screw to add 
output. 


There are many ways of measuring progress along the way to a solution, 
including frequency counter, paper dials, etc. But the key is to 

get the thing to read 3455 kcs at 000, and then 2455 after ten turns 
CW. 


Once you have that, you can be promoted to linearity class. This is a 
piece of cake on the Cosmos PTO, tougher on Collins, Mots, etc. 


I'd encourage you to record on paper the kcs of output with your 

various tries at turning the kcs knob ten turns, and then record the 
action taken. You can refer to these notes to determine the next action 
necessary to close in on the solution. Old hands do this in their heads. 
A clockwise turn of the adjusting screw gives more output. 


If you are doing this for a R-388, you may want to give it an output 
of 1001 kcs in ten turns, and then its good for two years, then you have 


to do it again and its a buggar to do. 


The 390A is pretty easy to redo, so you can nail it at 1000 kcs in ten, 
and then do it again as the rig ages (we don't age).

I think that your problem is that you are calling a zinc alloy 


"aluminium." The alloy you have specified is a zinc formulation 
commonly used for automotive applications. Any shop that can plate 
automotive trim should be able to plate the material you've specified. 
The zinc alloy, when buffed for plating, does look like buffed 
aluminium. However, it plates relatively easily. The standard plate 
is a flash of copper on the buffed zinc, a serious layer of nickel, 


and a flash of chromium, to prevent the nickel from corroding. 


The zinc alloy you've mentioned is often called "white metal" or "pot 
metal."

I had fun working other "classic" stations in today's Classic Exchange 
contest.

I called CQ and CQ and more CQ's on CW, but no one returned 
my call. I moved to 20m. The 20m phone calling frequency was packed with 
nets, the Tennessee QSO party, and a DX station calling CQ. I didn't hear 
any CX'ers buried amongst all the other stations. I decided not to try and 
wedge my signal in there. I moved to 20m CW and called CQ for a while. 
W9ZEN finally answered my call. That seemed to crack the ice. I worked 
N1QY near Boston and then moved up to the phone section and worked a SSB 
station.

TELEGRAPHIC CODES fA OF MORSE AND MEN 
by Kenneth Brown GOPSW 


The first line telegraph message is thought to have been sent from 
Washington to Baltimore in May 1844 by Samuel Finley Breeze Morse, 
(1791-1872). He is said to have tapped out the message, "What hath 
God wrought?" using a code of interrupted signals which he and his 
associate Alfred Louis Vail, (1807-1859), had developed some years 
earlier. After this momentous achievement and following the founding 
of Western Union in 1856, coast to coast telegraph lines were quickly 
installed and it then became commercially possible to send and 
receive telegraphic traffic by line. 


Since then and with an eye on faster speeds of transmissions and 
higher accuracy, newSpapers, railways and post offices made great 

use of the telegraph to provide their customers with speedy, economic, 
personal and commercial communication. This also paved the way for 
transmitting traffic by radio from the late 1890s following successful 
experiments by Marconi. 


One way of speeding the flow of traffic was to operate an agreed set 

of short codes to replace well-known sentences or phrases but at that 
time there was no common national or international standard. The first 
of many conferences to discuss and try to resolve this issue was held in 
the US in April 1857, culminating with the release of the National 
Telegraphic Review and Operators' Guide. This Guide makes the 

first authentic reference to the well-known greeting 73; at that time 


meaning love and kisses. ‘Later editions kept this definition but, as time 
went by, the meaning of 73 changed from a Valentine type of greeting 
to a vague sign of operators' fraternalism. 


Western Union, in 1859, set up the Standard 92 Code. Replacing 

common sentences and phrases with selected numbers between 1 and 

92 the message was telegraphed to a distant station. At the distant end 
the numbers were decoded and a plain language version delivered to 

the recipient. The definition of 73 changed yet again to a very flowery 
accept my compliments. From 1859 to 1900 the many telegraphic 

manuals show variations of this meaning. Each major telegraph and 
railway company had its own distinctive telegraphic codes. Since there 
was no agreed standard all were different and, as a consequence, 

there was much confusion in communicating with different networks. 
During this time there were even two alphabetical morse codes fi the 
American and 6Continentali (European) versions. Although there were 
basic similarities there were also some major differences. This, 
combined with the multiplicity of telegraphic codes, caused confusion 
and made communication with and between US establishments 

particularly difficult. 


The US 1908 Dodge's Manual gives today's definition of 73 fA best 
regards. Other Dodge numbers were 88 fi love and kisses, 55 fA lots of 


success and 99 fA get lost (probably unofficial). 


Also, in 1908, the British Post Office, despairing of action to agree an 
international code of abbreviations, issued its own list of two letter 
abbreviations intended for use between British coast stations and 
ships. The list, published in the PMG's Instructions to Wireless 
Telegraphists, included abbreviations RA to RZ and SA to SF. The next 
International Radiotelegraphic Convention, held in London in July 1912, 
adopted and extended the GPO abbreviations. Q was added as the 

first letter and so the Q code was born. The new code now ran from 

QRA to QRZ and QSA to QSX. On ist July 1913 the Q code finally 

became an official international information code, updated as 

changing circumstances demanded to include new codes relating to 

such matters as aviation and maritime. 


Some time later came the Z code, running in parallel with the Q code. 
This originated as a company code of Cable and Wireless with 
application limited, in the main, to high speeds machine morse 
operating at speeds of typically 120wpm. Widely used by many 
countries, including Germany, the Q code and Z code continued in use 
throughout the war. After the war high-speed morse became less 

widely used and was replaced by other forms of traffic communication 
such as RTTY and facsimile. The Z code, therefore, gradually went out 
of fashion and slowly disappeared. Examples of the Z code include 


ZAA fi you are not observing circuit discipline, ZAN fi we can receive 


absolutely nothing, ZST fh send slips twice, ZAP fh acknowledge please 
and there were lots of others. 


Operating during the 1930s and early 40s, at the same time as the Z 

and Q codes, was the X code, then in use by European military services 

as a wireless telegraphy code. This consisted of the letter X followed by 
a number. For example X34 meant your morse is bad, X50 fA your morse 

is good, X100 fn affirmative, X112 fh interrogative, X279 fh what is the 
strength of my signal? X496/257 A I am winding in my aerial prior to 
landing/i have nothing further for you. 


The X code continued in use with the forces until 1942 when, at the 
insistence of the US military, it was replaced by the Q code. However, 
the odd X code can still is heard from veteran telegraphists even now 
but not very often. 


So the Q code became the standard international military and civil 
telegraphic letter code used in CW communication. (Sometimes, 
incorrectly, even in R/T). Published as an operators' manual, there are 
separate sections available to deal with various areas of 
communication. Some less well known examples of the Q code used by 

base stations of the British Army included QAU followed by QHU, 

meaning I am waterlogged, I am about to jettison fuel; AS5 generally 


followed! Even less well known is QGG fA send the pony by the next 
train. 


Widely used by radio amateurs operating CW, today's Q code has 

slightly different meanings but is still very similar to the 1912 version. 
One of the great benefits of using the Q code is the pleasure in being 
able to communicate with overseas operators who may not be fluent in 

the English language. 


In conclusion, it is sad fact there will be no successor to the Q code; no 
longer is the morse code taught to budding telegraphists, except to the 
favoured few specialist Aldis lamp operators in the Royal Navy. Data 
stream transmissions have displaced morse and taken over everyday 


communication ft such is the march of time.

A while back I raised the question as to whether anyone had or had seen an 
HRO-50 painted light grey (like the NC-173 or HRO-7) instead of the 
standard dark grey (like the HRO-60). While nobody owned one, a couple of 
you thought you had seen one. I later realized my knobs are also the same 
light grey, except the main tuning knob which is black. In examining some 
of the ads in QST from 1950 I observed that the knobs are also light grey.

OK. I have heard SSB on a stock 390A, and on a TMC GPR-90, etc. Not bad, 
not fantastic (no AGC mostly) but altogether mostly tolerable if the RF or 
AF is ridden (esp. for nets having different sig levels). 


How well does a SP-600 do? As well, or worse. I ask because the SP-600 
that came home for my consideration (never heard one before, supposed to 
be fine in general so I am in listen and then move it/keep it mode) 

is BAD in SSB via the CW mode with BFO adjusted as best it can be! I 
really 

cannot get SSB equal to the receivers I have heard as listed above, and CW 
is not so great either. SSB is very ‘edgy', scratchy and ill-defined, not 
really a beat-detected modulation quality at all. Even the CW is note is 
‘off' - not really a very good beat note per se. 

So.. assuming it is not 

supposed to be all that bad, any directions or 

suggestions from the group. The BFO does seem to work, as in it does beat 
oscillate. But not so well as in making for intelligible/listenable SSB or 
a nice CW note. Any ideas on what I might have to adjust or check? 

I see my not-so-favourite tube, the 6C4 is the BFO oscillator (I think). 


Do I have to adjust the BFO etc. etc. somehow? 


Any operation hints/etc. on this -short of doing a product detector mod- 
would be appreciated of course. And operation hints in general. 

It's fine on AM etc (no surprise since no BFO involved!) and if I throw a 
SSB adapter in line that makes for 

fine sound -but I would like to use it without SSB adapter if required to 
do so, or if I have to sell it at some time and want to have SSB as good 
as it can get. I really don't think it is supposed to be that bad, and so 
I am wanting to get things set up for better CW and SSB, but obviously 
wanted to hit upon the knowledge here first before I do anything at all. 


Thanks to the SP-600 crowd for any hints or dialog that is willing to be 
pursued.

Nice seeing several of you at the Denver BARC hamfest this weekend. Nice 
fest for BA's. For me, it yielded an R390A with a Progressitron PTO. Has 
anyone every heard of that brand? Seems I recall some comments about that 
brand PTO a while back but I can't find it in my archives. The PTO screeches 
a little when I tune the radio so it'll need a little attention. Other than 
that, poor general sensitivity (but I've not even checked the tubes yet) and 
a lot of smoker's grunge, the radio seems to be in good shape and will clean 
up well. It's even complete with top and bottom covers, RF module cover, and 
came with 4 manuals (various TM's including the big maintenance manual). 


There is a little inconsistency in labeling. It's an Amelco (order 35064-PC- 
62) according to several modules but it has an EAC FR-36-039-N-6-00189(E) ID 
tag. That EAC contract number didn't show up on my saved list from Tom, N5OFF, 
(but that file is a few months old). Tom, where is your current list on the 
Web? Have you heard of EAC FR-36-039-N-6-00189(E)? 


There was a nice R-390 (non-A) there, too, but it was priced at $375 and the 
owner wouldn't budge. Can't fault the owner at all but that sure points out 
the climbing prices in this area. Saw SP-600 at $125 (sold), highly modified 
BC-348 at $15 (sold), several Drake TR4's, T4/R4, lots of the smaller 
Hallicrafters table radios ($35-ish), tables of tubes, capacitors, etc.

I think it's a nice pair, the transmitter's in the same cabinet almost, and the 
same size, as the VFO, with 6146 output. Some odd 

circuit quirks, such as -140 bias for grid block keying and separate transformers 
for hi and lo voltage. 


Left stock, the V-10 puts out 160 meters when on 80. Not bad by itself, but there 
are only two stages in the -303 so there's a 
xlotx of 160 in the 80 meter output of the transmitter. 


It's a good VFO, well made and well thought out and mine have been stable. 


I need a replacement plastic "G" for the front panel of mine; any ideas? 


I vaguely remember seeing these at GEM Electronics in Yonkers, NY, about $100 for 
the rig and maybe $60-$70 for the V-10 but that 

was in '64. That reminds me, no one's ever mentioned GEM on this list, I do 
believe!
